WASHINGTON. 
March 28.—The 
fight over the adoption of 
the four- 
power pact, which came to a conclu­ 
sion last Friday with 
four 
more 
votes than the requisite two-thirds 
majority, was one of the most sensa­ 
tional of recent years, being 
over­ 
shadowed only by the refusal of the 
same body to ratify the League 
of 
Nations covenant. 
There 
are 
still 
other treaties, the result of the dis­ 
armament conference, to be consid­ 
ered but It is anticipated they will 
not occupy much time and that they 
too will be ratified. 
Oddly enough, wuh but a few in­ 
dividual exceptions, the two 
great 
political parties swapped sides when 
comparison is made 
between 
this 
fight and the one over the League of 
Nations. 
Republican leaders 
are 
now voicing the 
contention 
of the 
democrats of two years ago in 
de­ 
claring that America owes a duty to 
the world while a majority of the 
democrats raise the issue that 
the 
four-power pact is an “entangling al­ 
liance” of which warning was given 
by George Washington. 
Only four of the republicans 
who 
fought the League of Nations so bit­ 
terly continued their fight 
against 
the treaty proposed by their 
own 
party leaders. 
These 
were 
Sens, 
Johnson, Borah, France and I#aFol- 
lette. 
Senators Lodge, 
Brandegee, 
Lenroot and others 
did 
a 
“right 
about face.’* 
The democratic 
leaders 
made a 
much better record for consistency. 
, Senator Underwood of Alabama, mi­ 
nority leader in the senate, made a 
determined fight to secure adoption 
of the League of Nations and follow­ 
ed a like course with the four-power 
pact. 
Senator Reed, who was 
one 
of the ablest opponents of the Lea­ 
gue of Nations, made 
an 
equally 
hard fight against 
the 
four-power 
pact, although he was not success­ 
ful. 
Since the vote has been taken the 
republican leaders are not nearly so 
sure as they were, immediately aft­ 
er the last election, that the 
seven 
million majority for President Hard­ 
ing 
was 
“a 
mighty 
referendum 
against the League 
of 
Nations,** 
while the democrats are beginning 
to hope that maybe it was.

He is making a campaign for re-election, 
and it w ill be a terrible shock to him if he 
is beaten.

he seems to be well entrenched in his po­ 
sition of leadership despite what happened 
to the tariff bill which he undertook to en­ 
gineer.

Senator Pepper

when the president took Mr. Kenyon and 
made him a federal judge. 
If new* leadership is the only thing that 
can help, then there is little likelihood of 
better w ork at Washington. So far as lead­ 
ership goes, the situation has passed from 
bad to worse, the leaders now in control in­ 
tend to say in control, and there are no new* 
ones to talje their places.

Persons who have lived long in the na­ 
tional capital say that usually when a re­ 
publican administration is in power Wash­ 
ington’s democratic tendencies are much 
subdued.

Seven pages of a recent number of the 
Congressional Record are occupied by a 
discussion of the ancient dispute between 
North Carolina and South Carolina as to 
whether Andrew Jackson was bom in the 
one state or the other. There also is a map 
showing the 
region 
where Jackson cer­ 
tainly was born, and a digression dealing 
with what the governor of North Carolina 
said to the governor 
of South 
Carolina, 
which appears to confirm the traditional 
version as to the nature of that brief con­ 
versation. 
The upshot of the argument about Jack­ 
son’s birthplace seems to be that he first 
saw light op land close to the line between 
the two states which had not been clearly 
defined as a part of either commonwealth 
and was not apportioned 
between 
them 
until forty years after young Andrew arriv­ 
ed on the scene. 
There was, however, a 
description 
of 
the 
boundary on paper 
which South Carolina claims was sufficient 
to make a South Carolinan of Old Hickory. 
North Carolina does not admit the claim. 
The impartial outsider who wishes to do 
justice, but has no time to dig into the de­ 
tails of this famous difference of opinion, 
may find a way out by considering certain 
other facts. 
Jackson was born in 1767, 
about tw o years after his father and moth­ 
er came from County Antrim, Ireland, a 
land whose 
boundaries 
are all set and 
therefore beyond dispute. The land he was 
bom on was certainly British, whether it 
w£s in one of the Carolinas or the other 
and it follows that whatever else one may 
say about Jackson, the Old Sod has an in­ 
defeasible claim upon him.
